Students who are waiting for 
the vegetables planted between 
the school and President Lemos’ 
house to become edible and ready 
for picking might just as well 
give up. Some of the plants al- 
ready have arsenic on them and 
the rest come up for poison 
spraying soon: 

The agricultural project is be- 
ing carried on by Mr. Peter Dyer, 
University of California gradu- 
ate, who, following five years in 
the marines, has been attending 
University of California at Da- 
vis. He is at present working 
through U.C.’s Truck Crops Divi- 
sion. Mr. Dyer has small. plots 
of . ground for experimentation 
from San Jose to Santa Barbara, 
but the largest field is the one 
at Salinas Junior College. 

Some of the interesting work 
Mr. Dyer is carrying on is the 
growing of 16 varieties of peas © 
to be used for freezing, experi- 
mentation with Chinese cabbage, 
and Chinese peas, and study of 
June Yellows of Lettuce, a dis- 
ease which has become a problem 
to many local lettuce producers. 

Mr. Dyer is also developing a 
new method of planting garlic 
which has hitherto been consid- 
ered unsuccessful. 

When the vegetables mature, 
most of them will be given to 
the Salinas Junior College. cafe- 
teria and some of them will be 
flown to Davis by air express to 
determine the vitamin and amino 
acid content.
